WEST FRANKFORT, IIl., Jan. 
19—State’s Attorney Joseph W. 
Hickman of Franklin ¢ounty said 
today he was “not considering any 
further investigation” into crimi- 
nal aspects of the disaster at 
Orient Mine No. 2 here last Dec. 
21, in which 119 men were killed. 


His statement followed a stormy 
three-and-a-half-hour inquest last 
night. A coroner’s jury returned 
a verdict stating simply that the 
deaths were caused “by violence, 
concussion, flame and gas result- 
ing from an explosion.” 


‘Matter for State’s Attorney.’ 


The jury, on Jlickman’s advice, 
made no recommendations on 
criminal action, but the jury fore- 
man, W. T. Clark, a West Frank- 
fort grade school teacher, who had 
just heard veteran miners accuse 
the mine’s operators of “‘murder” 
in failing to keep the pit safe, 
told the Post-Dispatch: 

“There certainly must have been 
some criminal negligence some- 
where, but we did not feel it 
the duty of the coroner’s jury to 
go into that question. That’s a 
matter for the state’s attorney.” 

Hickman. ‘said: “Nothing hap- 
pened here ‘tonight to change my 
mind. I have not received a single 
formal complaint of criminal neg- 
ligence from any source. I see 
no reason for action at this time.” 

The prosecutor said he thought 
the cause of the explosion 
“should be more properly deter- 
mined by the investigating com- 
missions.”

IBriton Leaves for New 


York After Agreeing 
to Let American Head 
Atlantic Force — Wins 
Some Concessions. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 (AP)— 
British Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill started home today, 
concluding an official visit which 
is believed to have brought about 
a closer understanding with the 


—— 


. a =| United States in the world-wide 


defense against Communist ag- 
gression. 

He left the capital by train at 
noon with an impromptu salute 
to a group of Korea war veterans 
as the last act of his stay here. 
His special car was attached to a 
regular train for New York. 

The aging apostle of British 
naval prestige withdrew his ob- 
jections to appointment of an 
American commander of westem 
sea power in the Atlantic as his 
final official act here. He re- 
served the right to propose ‘“‘mod- 
ifications” later. 

Churchill. apparently gained as 
much or more than he yielded in 
his two-week visit. For one thing 
he had the pledge of 1,000,000 
tons of United States steel in ex- 
change for British tin and alum- 
inum. And even in the matter 
of Atlantic command he won con- 
cessions from this country. 

Weekend Visit With Baruch. 

In New York, Churchill will 
spend a long weekend with his 
old friend Bernard Baruch. He 
will sail for England on the 
Queen Mary Tuesday night. 

Vice President and Mrs, Bark- 
ley met Churchill at Union 
Station to see him off. It was 
there that the 77-year-old British 
statesman encountered the veter- 
ans, lined up at the station en- 
trance. He had to step around 
the metal crutches of some in 
the group. 


He shook hands’ with each of 
the 49 veterans and told them: 

“You have returned after giv- 
ing your blood in Korea. I have 
felt privileged to shake your 
hands this morning and to com- 
pliment you on the part you have 
played in a memorable act of re- 
sisting tyranny and aggression.” 

Britain will pay a still undeter- 
mined sum of American dcllars 
for the steel Churchill requested 
to speed defense production. 

Churchill told Congress in a 
speech Wednesday he was asking 
for no gold from the United 
States, but Britain will get $53,- 
000,000 for 20,000 long tons of 
tin from British Malaya. 

The appointment of an Amer- 
ican admiral to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization command 
was blocked by Churchill before 
and since he returned to power. 

United States Navy quarters 
said the logical choice for the 
ocean-going counterpart of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower is Adm. 
Lynde D. McCormick, commander 
of the Atlantic fleet with head- 
quarters in Norfolk, Va. 

‘Concessions for British. 

Churchill, in surrendering on 
the ocean command issue, got 
United States agreement to sup- 
port an extension of British naval 
authority to the 100-fathom (600- 
foot depth line. This extends 
from 30 miles to more than 200 
miles into the seas around the 
British isles. 

Churchill’s pride, and that of 
Britons generally, was given what 
might be more than a face-saving 
gesture in the ocean command 
agreement. Britain was assured 
additional, but undisclosed, con- 
trol over the approaches to the 
home islands. 

Responsible officials saw the 
possibility, moreover, that Britain 
may regain some of the prestige 
Churchill signed away yesterday 
by getting the top post in the pro- 
posed Middle East command to 
include Turkey, Greece and the 
eastern’ Mediterranean areas. 

These officials saw a greater 
likelihood of this happening since 
Britain reasserted its, authority 
and responsibility in the Suez 
Canal area. Churchill got a cool 
reception here—in this election 
year—to his suggestion that the 
United States send a token force 
there. But the British are on the 
spot in that danger zone, with 50,- 
000 troops and naval units. 

This show of strength could 
logically lead to British leader- 
ship of an Allied command in the 
Middle East, with the United 
States not ‘unhappy that some- 
bers else would make the com- 
mand decisions there. 

Understanding on Bases. 

British pride was boosted and 
fears calmed early in the Church- 
ill-Truman talks by an agreement 
giving Britain a virtual veto over 
possible use of United States air 
bases in England for launching 
atomic bomb attacks. 

The Prime Minister paved the 
way for this agreement before he 
came to Washington with the 
statement that the former Labor 
government had taken “peculiar 
risks in providing the principal 
atomic base” in England. This, he 
said, placed Brtiain in the “very, 
forefront of Soviet antagonism.” 

Churchill did not give in to 
United States protests over Bri- 
tain’s recognition of Red China. 
However, he proclaimed for all 
the world, and the Chinese Com- 
munists, -to hear that a Red 
breach of a truce in Korea would 
bring immediate Bri

REDS GHARGE US. 
PLANES ATTACKED 
MARKED CONVOY 
UN KAESONG ROAD 


Fourth Time in Week an 
‘Incident’ Has Been In- 
jected Into Truce Talks 
— U.N. to Make In- 


quiry.

MUNSAN, Korea, Jan. 19 (AP) 
—The Communists charged today 
that four American jet planes 


bombed and strafed a plainly 
marked armisfice convoy on the 
highway between Kaesong and 
Pyongyang yesterday afternoon, 
in violation of a joint agreement. 

It was the fourth time this week 
that the Reds have injected an 
“incident” into the deadlocked 
Panmunjom truce talks. 

Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, su- 
preme United Nations command- 
er, flew back to Tokyo after secret 
conferences with truce negotia- 
tors. There was speculation that 
he delivered new _ instructions 
which might get the armistice 
talks rolling again. 

Meeting on Prison Camps. 

The Communists agreed in 
principle Saturday to a meeting 
of staff officers to draft safe- 
guards for prisoner of war camps. 

The U.N, command asked for 
such a meeting after the Reds 
charged that U.N. planes bombed 
a prison camp near Kangdong 
Monday, killing 20 Allied pris- 
oners and injuring ochers. 

The U.N, acknowledged that 
planes were bombing the Kang- 
dong area Monday night and ac- 
cused the Reds of failing to pin- 
point the location of their prison 
camps. 

The Communists also charged 
that U.N. planes flew over north- 
east China Sunday and bombed 
oe Kaesong protected area Tues- 

ay. 

In the latest incident, the Reds 
said U.N. jets attacked two trucks 
and a jeep on the Kaesong- 
Pyongyang highway about 20 
miles north of Wesong., They said 
two men were injured. 

Brig. Gen. William P. Nuckols, 
official U.N. spokesman, said an 


Safe Conduct Guaranteed. 

The U.N. command has guar- 
anteed safe conduct for a limited 
number of marked convoys trav- 
eling daily between the North 
Korean capital of Pyongyang and 
Kaesong, the headquarters for 
Red truce negotiators. 

The investigation of charges 
that a U.N. plane dropved a bomb 
on the outskirts of Kaesong is 
still under way. 

Saturday the Reds produced a

Air Force Summary Says 457 Allied Craft 
Have Been Destroyed in Korea —

SEOUL, Jan. 19 (AP)—Commu- 
nist jets and groundfire blasted 
10 Allied wirplanes out of North 
Korean skies in the last seven 
days, the Fifth Air Force an- 
nounced today. In the same peri- 
od, United Nations planes shot 
down three MIG-15s. 


The announcement came as 
F-86 Sabre jets bagged one Com- 
munist MIG-15 and damaged an- 
other in a brief fight over north- 
west Korea. Credit for the kill 
went to Lt. Ivan C. Kincheloe, 
Cassopolis, Mich. 

The battle pitted 18 Sabres 


(against elements of a 90-plane 


Communist jet formation. 

Snow flurries fell along the 
quiet 145-mile battlefront and 
heavy clouds hampered Allied air 
strikes. U.N. pilots pounded Red 
rail in 160 sorties flown by noon. 

The weekly Fifth Air Force 
summary said two Sabre jets 
were lost between Jan. 12 and 18 


in aerial battles with the MIGs. 
Destroyed by ground fire were 
three F-51 Mustangs, two F-4U 
Marine Corsairs, one F-80 Shoot- 
ing. Star, one F-84 Thunderjet 
and one B-26 light bomber. 

Communist losses for the same 
period were three destroyed and 
seven damaged in air battles. 

In the preceding week Red 
groundfire destroyed 13 Allied 
planes and MIGs accounted for 
three more. The Reds lost 12 
MIGs destroyed and 14 damaged. 

The MIG shot down today was 
the first for the 23-year-old Kin- 
cheloe, who was only 20 when he 
graduated from Purdue with de- 
grees in aeronautical engineer- 
ing and mechanical engineering. 

At Purdue, he won letters in 
track and football. He joined 
the Air Force upon graduation.

U.S. ARMY RANGERS 
+ GOING AFTER JAP 
HOLDOUTS ON ISLES 


AGANA, Guam, Jan. 19 (UP}— 


A military official said today 
Army Rangers would seek to end 
World War II once and for all by 
convincing armed Japanese hold- 
outs on four Pacific islands that 
the war is over. 

The official, who refused to per- 
mit use of his name, said 54 
Rangers would arrive at Guam 
by the middle of next week for 
dispersal to Saipan, Truk and 
Pelelieu in an effort to take the 
final Japanesé into custody. 


Three to five holdouts who fired 
into a group of farmers last week 
were believed to be now in north- 
ern Guam where eight others sur- 
rendered Sept. 27. Ten are be- 
lieved to be at large on Guam 
and 10 more on Pelelieu and 
about the same number on Truk. 


Japanese on Saipan are be- 
lieved to have quietly intermar- 
ried, but the mere presence of 
those on Truk and Pelelieu has 
terrorized natives. The unsolved 
murders of two Guamanians here 
in December 1950 also are at- 
tributed to Japanese.

The Communists turned down 
a U.N. request to relay packages 
as well as letters to U.N. soldiers 
in Red prison camps. R. Adm. 
R. E. Libby said they cited ‘‘tech- 
nical difficulties.” 

In an adjoining tent, Maj. Gen. 
Claude Ferrenbaugh told the 
Reds the U.N. command will con- 
tinue to insist that any armistice 
agreement include a clause bar- 
ring construction or repair of mil- 
itary airfields. 

“You know, and we know, that 
both sides have combat aircraft 
in Korea at this time,” Ferren- 
baugh said. “You know, and we 
know, that the combat capabilities 
of aircraft can be greatly in- 
creased if they are moved close 
to the battle line and operate 
from new or improved airfields.” 

The Reds, however, continued 
to oppose any restriction on con- 
struction or rehabilitation of air- 
fields, claiming their pledge to 
introduce no combat aircraft into 
Korea during a truce was suf- 
ficient. 

Red Cross Man to helare. 

At Seoul, Dr. Otto Lehner, of 

the International Red Cross, said 
he intends to return to Panmun- 
jom Monday. 
The Communists protested 
against his previous visit to Pan- 
munjom, saying it violated the 
neutral zone agreement. 

Lehner left a message with the 
Communist Thursday and said he 
would return for an answer. 

The letter-was from the Inter- 
national Red Cross to North Ko- 
rean Premier Kim Il] Sung and 
the Chinese commander in North 
Korea, Gen. Peng Teh-huai.

GUERRILLAS SHIFT 
ATTACK ON BRITISH 
TO PORT SAID AREA 


Mortars Used on Egyp- 
tians, Officials Deny 
Cruiser Shelled City 


CAIRO, Jan. 19 eg raree: 
guerrillas shifted their attacks to 
Port Said, northern terminus of 
the Suez Canal, last night for the 
first time in the three-month 
canal zone crisis. 

No casualties were reported in 
a British communique describing 
fighting which the British said 
broke out after a British Metho- 
dist preacher and a British army 
captain were beaten by “thugs.” 

The communique denied Egyp- 
tian newspaper reports that the 
British cruiser Liverpool, which 
is stationed in the canal zone, had 
shelled Port Said during the fight- 
ing. 

Two newspapers reported 41 
British soldiers were killed during 
a heavy battle. A spokesman for 
the Egyptian interior ministry 
confirmed there had been “some 
sniping” at Port Said but reported 
only one Egyptian “civilian” 
-killed. He said he had no infor- 
mation on the press reports of 
high casualties or firing by the 
Liverpool. 

Governor Also Denies Report. 

Later, the Egyptian governor of 
| Port Said, Abdel Hadi El Ghazali, 
said an Egyptian civilian was 
killed and two Egyptian police 
wounded in last night’s skirmish 
but that all was quiet Saturday. 
He said there had been no firing 
by British warships. 

he British gommunique said 
British forces fired mortars and 
three rounds of 17-pound ammu- 
nition at the railway station area 
where the “terrorists” were cen- 
terered. The communique also re- 
ported firing from the Arab quar- 
ter of Port Said on one of their 
camps. 

The British said the firing con- 
tinued until dusk, died down for 
a time, then broke out again 
when mortar fire caused the “ter- 
rorists” to move out of the rail- 
way station area. Egyptian police, 
at British request, then moved 
to clean up the station area and 
the city was reported quiet by 
midnight. 

Egyptian Warning on Canal.

Northwest Airlines, which was 
operating the four-engined DC-4, 
said all personne] aboard were 
outfitted with self-inflating life 
vests. It said the aircraft also 
carried two 20-man life rafts and 
one 10-man raft.

It said the oper- 
ator of the rowboat reported he 
saw no other survivors but was 
going back for a second try. It 
was not known how many other 
boats were available. 

However, a Pan-American plane 
which flew over the scene of the 
crash shortly after the plane went 
down reported sighting boats go- 
ing to the scene. The ditched 
plane then was floating. 

Engine Trouble.

AFL MEATCUTTERS’ PAY RISE 


AT SWIFT, ARMOUR APPROVED 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 19 (AP)— 
The Wage Stabilization Board to- 
day approved a six-cent hourly 
wage increase negotiated by the 
AFL Meatcutters and Butcher 
‘Workmen’s Union with the Swift 
and Armour companies. The 
agreement covers about 22,000 
workers in 25 plants, and is re- 
troactive to last Dec. 17. 

The increase was approved by 
the board's administrative staff as 
allowable under the board’s cost 
of living allowance rules. The 
new pay rise comes on top of an 
increase approved by the board 
last February of about nine cents 
an hour as a general pay increase 
plus an average two cents an hour 
in job reclassifications. 


The increase affects 1800 em- 
ployes of the Swift & Co. plant 
at East St. Louis, a union spokes- 
man said.

Lawrence K.. Roos, St. Louis 
manager of the Eisenhower forces, 
said he favors election of dele- 
gates on the basis of the present 
obsolete districts, because this 
method would give the voters a 
greater opportunity to express 
their preference on the presiden- | 
tial candidates. 

Under this plan, the delegates 
would be chosen by the Republi- 
can congressional district com- 
mittees, whose members in turn 
are selected at public ward and 
county meetings. This system, 
Roos contends, would put the 
selection of delegates closer to 
the people than if the delegates 
were elected at the state conven- 
tion. 

E. W. Bromwich, head of the 
Stassen group, declared he has 
made no attempt to force the se- 
lection of delegates by the state 
convention. But he said he -had 
been informed by Howard V. 
Stephens. Missouri’s Republican 
national committeeman, that the 
national committee felt that 
states which fail to redistrict 
should name delegates at large. 

If this plan is followed, he said, 
he would attempt to have the 
state convention name delegates 
favoring nomination of the former 
‘ Minnesota governor. But as a 
matter of “common fairness,” 
- delegates should represent all 
sections of the state and not be 
concentrated among Republicans 
from St. Louis, Bromwich de- 
clared. 

Views of Taft Group. 

The Taft group disclaims any 
intention. of seeking to control 
Missouri's delegation to the na- 
tional convention by. throwing the 
selection of delegates into the 
state meeting. Royal L. Coburn, 
co-chairman of the Taft cam- 
paign committee in Missouri, re- 
ported the Taft state organization 
is being set up on the basis of 
the present congressional dis- 
tricts.

I could 
name at least three men who 
stayed away from work the night 
of the ‘explosion because they 
were afraid something was going 
to happen.”

Aware of Danger. 


Kelly and other miners in ques-

tent that he found it necessary to 
station a safety man constantly at 
the danger point during the day 
shift. It was in this area that the 
explosion originated. 

However, when the night shift 
came on Cook said he did not in- 
form Night Manager McDaniel 
that he had a safety man at the 
danger point. 

Cook said he “assumed Mc- 
Daniel was aware of conditions 
and would take his own precau- 
tions.” 

State’s Attorney Hickman inter- 
rupted Kelly at one point and 


‘| warned him against “seeking a 


scapegoat,” adding: 

“I want to explain that we are 
not trying to find a scapegoat. 
That is not the purpose of this 
inquest. I am not saying that we 
should not look for a scapegoat, 
but it is not within the duty of 
this inquest to try to put the 
blame on anybody.” 

Cook, answering a question by 
Jury Foreman Clark, said gas 
could not have accumulated in 
dangerous quantities after in- 
spections by mine examiners 
before the night shift went in. 

“Then what caused the explo- 
sion?” asked Clark. 

Cook replied that the only way 
gas could accumulate in danger- 
ous quantity would be by a short 
circuit in ventilation or possibly 
a rock fall. 

McDaniel, replying to questions 
by miners among the spectators, 
denied any of the night exam- 
iners had found gas in the area 
where the explosion originated. 

John W. Brown of West Frank- 
fort, a retired miner, disputed 
this statement and cited a Post- 
Dispatch interview with Anton 
Mileski, an examiner, published 
Dec. 28, in which he said he found 
gas 150 feet from working faces 
of coal. 

Mileski’s inspection points in- 
cluded the area where the explo- 
sion originated.

The best hope for. the latter, however, still 
lies in a new agreement with Egypt. And so 
long as the United States keeps out of the fight, 
it may help to bring about such a new under- 
standing either as a friendly intermediary or as 
a member of the United Nations. But if Ameri- 
can troops were sent to the canal zone, Egypt 
could carry charges of aggresston to the U.N. 
Security Council—as it threatens to do—and the 
diplomatic situation would worsen immediately. 


Democratic and Republican members of Con- 
gress alike spoke out against the Churchill sug- 
gestion, and the Joint Chiefs of Staff made it 
clear that nothing of the sort was contemplated 
under American. approval of the Middle East 
Command. This represents the kind of regional 
arrangement sanctioned by the U.N, Charter, 
and it actually contemplates participation by 
Egypt as well._as by Turkey, Great Britain and 
the United States. : 

To achieve Egyptian co-operation at a time 
when nationalistic politicians are inflaming the 


. passions of their people is admittedly difficult. 


Restraint, however, may help to overcome this 
difficulty.. Unnecessary military intervention 
would not only add to the troubles, but also 
would give anti-American propagandists ground 
for saying that we believe not in the rule of 
law, but in the rule of force. 
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Progress—and More Needed 

The first progress report issued by the Urban 
Redevelopment Corporation, organized to build 
middle-income housing near the downtown area, 
should serve as a remjnder that the city’s share 
of the program remains to get started. Legisla- 
tion to enable the Land Clearance Commission 
to begin functioning is still lying dormant in the 
Board of Aldermen, where Alderman Alfred 
Harris undertook to give it a sleeping powder. 

If Alderman Harris has any legitimate objec: 
tions to the project he ought to bring them out 
in the open and let the aldermen openly consider 
them. There is no place for sheer obstruction if 
St. Louis is to move forward in redeveloping the 
blighted areas. 

The Urban Redevelopment Corporation has 
moved ahead on many of the preliminaries of 
its work. Its architects are developing plans for 
the proposed Plaza housing project between 
Fourteenth and Eighteenth and Olive to Market 
streets. But the- city has much to do also, the 
first task being to acquire the land on this site. 
Since that is bound to. be time-consuming, it is 
essential that the work be started now so that 
it can be out of the way wheh building regula- 
tions permit actual construction. 


Progress has been reported. What St. Louis 
needs is more of the same. 
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Out of Sight, Out of Mind 


From Tokyo once again comes the disturbing 
report that the Army has no intention of giving 
up its special privileges and fading from the 
Japanese capital when the occupation officially 
ends. 

This situation grows out of the fact that 
although Senate ratification of the Japanese 
peace treaty will close out the occupation, Amer- 
ican troops must continue to garrison a defense- 
less Japan under terms of the mutual security 
pact complementing the peace treaty. In addi- 
tion, Japan is the base from which the war in 
Korea is being fought. These two considerations 
give the Army a ready supply of ammunition for 
arguing it must continue its hold on the impor- 
tant pieces of Tokyo real estate that have come 
to symbolize the occupation in Japanese eyes. 


But as Keyes Beech reports from the scene, 
the Japanese “are beginning to show and feel 
their approaching sovereignty.” Moreover, he 
reports, many observers believe the Army must 
give up its privileged position in “the capital 
city ‘if the average Japanese is to believe the 
peace treaty is more than a scrap of paper. 
This, Beech reports, the Army is. most reluctant 
to do. 

Obviously our troops will be in Japan for some 
time to come. But are there not sites in the 
countryside to which headquarters might be 
removed? Failure to give up our privileged 
position will earn us little good will, either in 
Japan or in other parts of Asia where the feel- 
ing of nationalism is running high. Surely the 
glitter of Tokyo has not blinded the Army to 
the facts of reviving life.. ° 
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The Boykin Case, Pigeonholed 

For some reason the Senate investigations sub- 
committee has pigeonholed an investigation of 
Congressman Frank W. Boykin of Alabama. Yet 
Boykin’s name has come up in connection with 
both tax scandals and the RFC “influence” busi- 
ness, and his conduct ought to be investigated 
without delay. 

Assistant Attorney General John H. Mitchell 
told a Housé committee that Boykin, with former 
Assistant Attorney General T. Lamar Caudle, in- 
‘tervened to discourage prosecution of two Ala- 
bama tax evaders. Mitchell was penalized by 
Caudle for prosecuting the two and getting guil- 
ty pleas. Boykin’s relations with Caudle, who 
was kicked out of office by the President, may 
be judged from the fact that the Congressman 


employed the Congressional Record to refer to | 


Caudle as “beloved, honest and fearless.” 

Other inquiry records show that Boykin used 
his influence to get a $455,758 Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation loan to help bail out of 
trouble the Stutts Lumber Industries, also in his 
home state. RFC directors were in such a hurry 
to act on Boykin’s urging that they flew an ex- 
aminer to Alabama and approved the loan two 
days later. as 

Boykin admitted that he helped get the loan, 
but said it was “clean as a hound’s tooth.” Yet 
the FBI arrested the head of the lumber com- 
pany on charges that he had used an $800,000 
bank overdraft to finance his operations. And it

The commission held that under present cir- 
cumstances the company is entitled to a return 
of 6.45 per cent on its net investment. It then 
granted a rate increase sufficient to produce a 
net income representing 6.45 per cent of the 
net investment which Southwestern Bell expects 
to have completed by the end of 1952. 

What this means is that during 1952 the com- 
pany will be permitted to earn a good deal more 
than 6.45 per cent on the investment now in 
existence. The commission finds that its net in- 
vestment as of Dec. 31, 1951 totals some $163,- 
000,000, or $14,000,000 less than the investment 
is expected to be a year from now. The net 
income which the company is allowed to earn 
represents 6.45 per cent of the investment as 


it will-be a year hence, but more than 7 per cent . 


of the investment as it actually was at the end 
of 1951. 

In other, words, Southwestern Bell ought to 
be quite comfortably fixed during 1952. If the 
high cost of installing new telephones impairs 
its position somewhat during the year, still the 
commission has allowed it enough income to 
yield 6.45 per cent by the end of the year. In 
some states even that figure is regarded as 
rather more than is necessary to attract capital 
to the telephone industry. 

We would say that Southwestern Bell did not 
do badly at all in this latest rate case. It got 
the biggest rate .increase ever granted any 
utility in Missouri. It got enough to yield a 
return of 7 per cent for the immediate future. 
It got enough to yield a return of 6.45 per cent 
as things are expected to stand a year from 
now. Everything considered, the company’s 
complaint that it got only two-thirds of what it 
asked seems a little superfluous. 
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Illinois U. Still Needs TV 

The University of Illinois will continue to 
stand its ground, we hope, against continuing 
pressure by the Illinois Broadcasters’ Associa- 
tion for it to abandon plans for a television 
station. The objection which J. Ray Livesay, 
president of the association, broached last 
August, has now been taken to a committee of 
the university trustees. The association offers 
to telecast university programs on commercial 
stations without charge, but “we do not believe 
that private business should have to compete 
with tax-supported business,” in the words of 
an association member, Merrill Lindsay of De- 
catur. 

_As we said when the objection first came up, 
the Illinois broadcasters should not be deploring 
the university’s TV plans but applauding them. 
There is plenty of need for all the educational 
work the university can do on its own station in 
addition to all the university programs the com- 
mercial stations can freely televise. 

In giving a short course to 7500 dentists an- 
nually by telephone, the University of Illinois 
has shown something of what modern communi- 
cations can do in extending the sphere of use- 
fulness of a modern university. Television can 
be a still greater medium for increasing the use- 
fulness of their university to the people of 
Illinois. 


History Happens on Weekends 

On weekends the Congress of the United 
States shows a disconcerting tendency to do 
like the old soldiery and fade away. Congres- 
sional Quarterly in a valuable analysis finds 
that a fourth of the Senate was absent on half 
the weekend roll calls taken during last year’s 
session, and the average weekend absenteeism 
from Senate roll calls was a fifth. 

The tendency was particularly acute among 
delegations from nearby states: Maryland, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Délaware, New Jersey and 
Virginia. Among the House delegations from 
these six states the number of empty seats at 
the time of week-end roll call voting averaged 
22, or about a fifth. 

If absentees had been present, the course of 
legislation might have been different in several 
cases. For example, on the important issue of 
economic aid to Europe a cut from the $1,130, 
500,000 recommended by committee to $880.,- 
500,000 was adopted by the narrow vote of 36 
to 34 in the Senate. If 11 missing Democrats 
and 15 missing Republicans had been present, 
the drastic reduction of a quarter of a billion 
dollars might not have happened. 

Everyone likes a long, lazy weekend, no one 
any better than we do ourselves. ‘Hard-working 
people deserve. them perhaps oftener than, re- 


sponsibly, they can afford them—and among ° 


the members of Congress there are many hard 
workers, some of whom work too hard for their 
own good. But a lot of history comes to the 
crux on weekends, as Congressional Quarterly’s 
analysis of close votes shows. Can so substan- 
tial a part of House and Senate. afford, respon- 
sibly, to abdicate so often on issues that come 
to the vote on weekends? 
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No Haven for Refugees 

There is one very serious weakness behind 
American broadcasts to the peoples beyond the 
Iron Curtain, according to Harry N. Rosenfield 
of the Displaced Persons Commission. We try to 
persuade these people to flee from Communist 
domination, and they do flee at the rate of more 
than.20,000 a month. But once they have crossed 
the border, there is no place for them to go and 
nothing for them to do. 

American representatives interview them for 
intelligence’ purposes and then “throw them 
away like a used sponge,” complained Mr, Ro- 
senfield. He hardly needed to add that this does 
not make them inte “real recruits for democra- 
The last visa, No. 315,808, admitting a dis- 
placed person to the United States has been is- 
sued. So there is no hope on that score without 
action. by Congress. But can we afford to let 
these homeless refugees drift, especially in Ger- 
many and Austria which are still hard pressed 
to shelter their own? 


Mr. Rosenfield believes that sapeciatly the 


younger refugees should be educated and for- 


tified in their democratic faith so that they may 
some day return to their own countries as lead- — 


be done? And how?

With Congress out of control and election ahead, Mr. Truman 
might consider leaving White House to run for Senator in Mis- 
of souri, writer thinks; he would then oppose Senator Kem, whose 
isolationism is good target; unique place in Senate for President.

One Washington question is whether 
President Truman is running again—run- 
ning for the Senate? 


Is Mr. Truman trying to defeat Messrs. 
Taft and Eisenhower for the presidency— 
or is he rather running against Republican 
Senator James P. Kem of Missouri for a 
seat in the upper house? 

There is a general feeling that before 
long Washington will have the answer. 
Hard-working Democratic National Com- 
mittee Chairman Frank McKinney has told 
Mr. Truman blunt- 
ly that he owes it to 
his party to declare 
his intentions short- 
ly, and that Mr. Tru- 
man will. Mr. Tru- 
man said Jan. 10 that 
he would give his 
plans before any Re- 
publican is nomi- 
nated. 

Mr. Truman has 
fights on his hands 
everywhere he looks. 
He has already sent 
his economic mes- 
sage to Congress. 
The military budget 
is now badly unbalanced, and Mr. Truman 
can recommend balancing it only by high- 
er taxes or by cutting security expendi- 
tures. The Administration faces attack 
either way. 

Instead of balancing the budget, the 
prospect is that the election-year Congress 
will first. attack the President for not 
“economizing,” and will then approve a 
big increase in the pay of the armed serv- 
ices, which might come to over $800,- 
000,000. 

Republicans started their attack on Ad- 
ministration foreign affairs in the third 
day of the new session. All Senate Repub- 
licans except eight signed a “no-confi- 
dence” round robin directed against Dr. 
Philip C. Jessup, America’s delegate to the 
United Nations:General Assembly meeting 
in Paris. 

The 38 Republicans followed the new 
minority floor leader, Senator Styles

- Bridges of New Hampshire, in the move. 


Dr. Jessup is on a presidential recess 
appointment given over the opposition led 
by Senator Joseph R. McCarthy of Wis- 
consin, 

Some interest attached to the eight Re- 
publicans who did not go along with the 
attack. They were Senators George D. 
Aiken and Ralph E. Flanders of Vermont; 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., of Massachusetts; 
Charles W. Tobey of New Hampshire; Irv- 
ing M. Ives of New York; John J. Williams 
of Delaware; Francis Case of South Da- 
kota, and Wayne Morse of Oregon. 


The foreign affairs issue, involving Dr. 
Jessup, was injected into the new legisla- 
tive session with a bang when Senator 
Bridges led off. It was the second formal 
speech of the new session, after eulogies 
for the deceased. lt is a signpost for what 


is to’ come. Pretty nearly everywhere else 
Mr. Truman looks he sees controversies. 
Few expect Congress to go along eagerly 
with his plan to reform the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue—the tendency will be to 
make new investigations of scandals but 
postpone action on reforms. ' 

With Congress out of control and elec- 
tion ahead, Mr. Truman spoke feelingly at 
his press conference Jan. 10 at the trials 
of an American Chief Executive. “If Gen. 
Eisenhower wants to stick his neck into 
this kind of a noose,” he seemed to be tell- 
ing correspondents, “that is his lookout!” 

The President’s wife, “Bess” Truman, 
makes no secret that she doesn’t want her 
husband to run again. He will be 68 in 
May, and another four years would bring 
him to 72. 

It is also known that Mrs. Roberta Vin- 
son, wife of Fred M. Vinson, Chief Justice 
of the United States, does not want her 
husband to take on the burdens of a cam- 
paign, even if it leads to the presidency. 
Mr. Truman has previously indicated ap- 
proval for the Vinson candidacy. 

It may be that two women, “Bess” and 
“Roberta,” will do much to determine the 
course of Democratic politics in the next 
few months; possibly the course of history. 

Nobody here knows for certain what Mr. 
Truman will do, perhaps not even Mr. Tru- 
man, though he repeatedly has stated that 
his unspecified decision already is taken. 
But for a harassed! President, the happy 
old days in the Senate must have a great 
appeal. 

To many, Mr. Truman’s recent actions 
and the relatively mild tone of his 
speeches, do not seem like those of a 
presidential candidate. On the other hand, 
the dull prospects of being a “has-been” 
and a former President can hardly appeal 
to a man who has sat in the center of 
power. 

There is increasing talk here—half-hu- 
morous but with an under-current of seri- 
ousness—that Mr. Truman might give up 
the distasteful restrictions of Secret Serv- 
ice guards and goldfish life in the White 
House and run for the Senate from his 


own state. 


Senator Kem is up for re-election this 
year. The G.O.P. Senator has tended to 
isolationism in foreign affairs in his six- 
vear term. In a comparative study of 96 
Senators’ voting records on 30 major bi- 
partisan foreign-policy issues ‘indorsed by 
Senators Arthur H. Vandenberg of Michi- 
gan and Tom Connally of Texas, carried 
in The Christian Science Monitor in 1949, 
Senator gs voted for only two and voted 
against 28. In his opposition to this bi- 

list he was. ninety-fifth in a list 


partisan 
of 96 Senators. 


Some correspondents have rather un- 
kindly observed that Missouri might sup- 
port Mr. Truman for the Senate when it 
would not for the presidency. 

Looking about for what to do next,. it 
can hardly have failed to occur to Mr. 
Truman that he might return to the Sen- 
ate, where he would have a unique place.

Two years ago when Frederick Buech- 
ner was scarcely 23, his first novel, “A 
Long Day’s Dying” fell from the presses 
and received, in certain quarters, extraor- 
dinary praise. But a young writer’s trou- 
ble begins when his second novel arrives, 


‘ when the first round of praise has scarcely 


ceased and whispers are to the effect that 
the book was overpraised. Unless the 
second book is far better than the first, 
the young writer is 
not in a particularly 
happy situation. 

Mr. Buechner's 
present novel, “The 
Seasons’ Difference,” 
suffers from this 
misfortune. It is a 
little better than the 
first because its 
story has a begin- 
ning, a middle and 
an end. But what is 
the story? I shall 
not attempt to para- 
phrase all of it; that 
would not be fair, 
and after all, the 
proof of a story is in the telling of it by 
the author. The story has to do with a 
group of visitors at a summer place. The 
immediate scene 1s the house and grounds 
of a well-to-do man; Mr. Dunn, and his 
wife, who is, I believe, a very bad sculp- 
tress. The Dunns are people who drink 
martinis, are hospitable and have among 
their guests a publisher’s editor, a widow, 
a group of children to keep their child 
company, a young tutor, an elderly friend 
of the tutor and an artist’s model. The 
story’s action revolves around the fact that 
the young tutor has had a vision, or rather 
the sensation of supernatural presence. 

All this would be interesting endéugh if. 
Mr. Buechner’s elder people had witty 
minds or deeper feelings than they seem 
to have. I would tremble for the future 
of a publishing house that had Mr. Buech- 
ner’s editor, a Mr. Lundrigan, as its ad- 
viser: he is the kind of person ne finds 
himself most amusing whenever he sits 
down to the piano to shout out Irish 
songs: Mr. Dunn is a dull fellow who 
makes much of carrying the glass which 
holds his drink in the breast po¢ket of his 
jacket; and the young tutor, Peter Cowley, 
even as he talks about his vision; does not 
seem very bright. The model follows the 
formula, she is beautiful and dumb. 

I have the feeling that Mr. Buechner’s 
adults should have taken their cues from 
Ronald Firbank’s characters; in that case, 
their actions would have been more prob- 
able and their conversation more entertain- 
ing. The children in Mr. Buechner’s book 
hold the true center of interest; they

people than people do. This is cute en te enough - 
and naughty enough, but it is almost a 
cliche of juvenile affinity to evil, If we 
are to take Mr. Buechner'’s seri- 
ously, they too must be brighter and their ..

tion into the weaknesses of those around 
them. 

In short, Mr. Buechner has failed to 
create another version of “High Wind in 
Jamaica” in near suburban Connecticut or 
Long Island sound.

began digging out today from its 
worst deluge in 14 years. 

The continuing storm, which 

dumped 7.37 inches of rain in 
Los Angeles in three days, left 
19 known dead and sent damage 
estimates soaring into the mil- 
lions.

éé ‘LL NEVER FORGET YOU,” at the ST. LOUIS 
| rnearer, is a tepid remake of John Balderston's 
play, “Berkeley Square,” which toyed with the Ein- 
steinian idea of time-space to have a Twentieth Century 
Londoner go back to the period of his ances- 
tor in 1784, changing places with him in time, 
At the start, it is dressed, up with such 
profundities as Henry James's description of 
relativity by picturing all time passing as the 
hank of a stream does to a canoeist on it, 
whereas to the airman’s or eagle’s eye, all 
turns of the bank may be seen at once— 
therefore, all time is one. And there is some mention of 
the hero’s disillusionment at finding that the Eighteenth 
Century, which he regarded as one of reason, dignity and 
grace, also had its poverty, ignorance, degradation and filth— 
something, which as an educated man he could not have 

been unaware of, as witness any Hogarth drawing. 

' All of this could have stood some penetrating dis- 
cussion. But the subject is dismissed with a glance or two 
at the London slums, which are still there in as drab if less 
noisome form, and a lot of. scenes in the elegant society of 
the day. No references are made as to the plus side of the 
century’s books, such names as Rousseau, Jefferson, Paine, 
Kant, Bach, Haydn, Sheridan, Pope, Franklin, Pitt, Wash- 
ington, Sheraton, the French and American revolutions. 
Most of the footage is devoted to the hero alarming 1784 
contemporaries with wild, predictions of , the future, ala 
Mark Twain’s Connecitcut Yankee, and mooning with the 
heroine, who-is hep to him and promises to love him through 
all.of time. And its toying with the idea of a universal 
time is not used to penetrate the mysticism of the subject, 
but rather as a flashy dramatic gimmick. 

Failing intellectually, it at least might have been 
polished, effective and sometimes touching drama-fantasy 
as it was in the first film version starring Leslie Howard. 
But this version is pedestrian and unstimulating, not at all 
helped by the wooden, bloodless performances of Tyrone 
Power as the hero, Peter. Standish (no relation) and of Ann 
Blyth as the heroine. Dennis Price, as an Eighteenth 
Century fop, offers the only performance with life in it.

WAS talking today with a 
| Frenchman and remarked that

ment was able to keep up the 
very wonderful public buildings 
that make Paris such a beautiful 
city but which much require tre- 
mendous sums of money to keep 
in repair. Most of them are old 
buildings which have to be reno- 
vated, and we al! know what hap- 
pens when we put “new wine into 
old bottles.” 

The man said one of the most 
serious difficulties in France was 
the fact that there are so many 
chateaux, small and. large, that 
belong to individucls which cost 
these people huge sums of money 
to keep up. On neither the pub- 
lic nor the private buildings, 
which are open to the public, do 
the admissions charged begin to 
cover the upkeep and running. 
expenses. 
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HE TOLD ME that last summer 
many of these places adopted a 
custom practiced at the Louvre 
where on a scheduled number of 
Friday nights particular exhibits 
of sculpture are displayed. In 
the Loire area both private and 
Government chateaux were il- 
luminated on specific dates. He 
said tourists came from far and 
near to see the sight because it 
was so beautiful. 


These expenses are similar to 
those with which England has been 
coping for some time, There, to 
a great extent, many of the biz 
castles’ and country houses have 
been turned over to the Govern- 
ment because the owners could 
not afford to keep them up and 
pay the taxes. That. may well be 
one way of regulating such prop- 
erties, but it must make it ex- 
pensive for the Government, and 
if the Government maintains 
them all the people must pay 
more taxes to make up the funds, 
anyway.

To “Spin a Fine Thread.” 


HE connotation which our cor- 
T respondent gives to the phrase 

“to spin a fine thread” coin- 
cides with this writer’s impression 
of the words’ usage today. That is 
the idea of drawing a fine line 
in the matter under discussion, 
quibbling in an argument perhaps, 
or making a fine point—drawing 
things out fine, However, in its 


early usage this was not so, 


The expression seems to have 
had some vogue in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries, though 
its origin dates much earlier. In
